The  faculty  and  students  of  Winthrop  High  School  will  no  longer  see  the  familiar  face  or  hear  the  hus- 
ky "Hi"  of  Mrs.  Charlotte  Shopnick  as  they  walk  past  the  Business  office  hidden  between  the  art  and 
drama  rooms.  Many  of  us  did  not  know  her  and  those  who  did  probably  say  she  possessed  a  stern  person- 
ality. Those  who  knew  "Shavey"  well  said  that  she  was  a  greatly  misunderstood  person.  Mrs.  Shop- 
nick  was  an  actress  at  heart  and,  following  her  graduation  from  Chelsea  High  School  in  1940,  per- 
formed in  many  shows  at  the  Chelsea  YMCA.  Mrs.  Shopnick  moved  to  Winthrop  in  the  mid  '50's  and  re- 
mained here  some  20  years.  She  was  vey  active  in  the  Jewish  community  as  she  held  office  in  the 
Temple's  Sisterhood,  originated  a  successful  Catering  Committee,  and  participated  in  the  Temple's 
shows  held  each  year.  "Shavey"  shared  her  husband's  love  for  children  as  they  both  participated  in 
the  running  of  Camp  Bauercrest  in  Awesbury  during  the  summer  months. 

In  1967,  Mrs.  Shopnick  began  her  employment  in  the  High  School's  Business  office  and  became  an  in- 
tegral part  of  the  activities  at  Winthrop  High  School.  She  watched  secretly  from  behind  her  desk  each 
school  play  being  prepared  and  attended  all  of  the  plays  with  enthusiasm  already  knowing  all  the  songs 
and  the  entire  script  by  memory.  "Shavey"  loved  sports  and  was  a  constant  spectator  to  all  of  the 
football  and  hockey  games.  How  ironic  it  was  that  it  was  during  a  hockey  game  when  she  was  stricken 
by  an  aneurysm  which  brought  her  to  her  death  soon  afterwards. 

"Shavey"  will  be  remembered  by  the  Charlotte  Shopnick  Scholarship  Award  established  by  her  family 
and  friends  which  is  awarded  annually  to  a  well  rounded  graduate  with  an  interest  in  the  fine  arts.
